Some Nations value themfelves 


upon abftraéted Nobility, and make it Crimi- 


nal, as we may call it, te their Charaéters, to

* Spain, Italy, and fome Parts of Germany, Hun- 


gary, and Poland. 


— But England cannot make thefe Diftinétions ; 


~ her Numerous Gentry, her Illuftrious Nobility, 
and moft, if not all her beft Families, owe their 


Wealth and Rife, firft or laft, to the Oppu- 


-Jence and Profits of Trade. 


Nor is it any Difhonour to them to do fo, 


- fince the Exceeding Wealth of our Merchants, 


having Qualified them for Gentlemen, Noble- 


men, or Statefmen, they have made it appear, 
that thofe Charaéters have fuited them, and 


_ fate as well upon their Pofterity, as upon thofe 
~ of the beft Blood in the Nation; and if there 
has-been any Difference, the Trading Branches 


~ have had it with Advantage. 


In thefe latter Ages of the World, great Fa- 


~ milies have rifen more upon Cafual Wealth, 


than upon the Inheritances of Anceftors; Pride, 


- Luxury, and Time, have made great Depre- 
dations upon Noble Families, which Trade has 
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frequently reftor’d, and added Families,to make 
good the Deficiencies of thofe Decayed anw 
Exting. 

It is not the Bufinefs of this Paper, to Exa- 
mine into the real Difference between Ancient 
and Modera Nobility, or Gentry ; a Nicety 
very few in England can Diftinguith ; but to 
lay down the Fatt, in order to draw their Infe- 
rence from it, That 

England isa Trading Nation,that the Wealth 
and Oppulence of the Nation, is owing to 
Trade, that the Influence of Trade is felt in 
every Branch of -its Government, in.the Value 
of its Land, and the Blood of Trade is mia’d 
and blended with the Bload of Gallantry, fo 
that Trade is the Life of the Nation, the Soul 
of its Felicity, the Spring of its Wealth, the 
Support of its Greatnefg, and the Staff on which 
both King and People Jean, and which (if it 
fhould fink) the whole Fabrick muft fall, the 
Body Politick would ficken and languith, its 
Power decline, and the Figure it makes in the 
World, grow by degrees, moft Contemptibly 
Mean. 

Trade Employs the Peopley faifes the Price 
of Wages, and that of Provifions, and that of 
Lands, and that encreafes the Eftates of the 
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Gentry; their Eftates encreafing, they Live 
Splendidly, Entertain Servants, keep Plenciful 
Tables, wear Fine Cloaths, ride in Coaches, 0+. 
and that again makes Trade, 

By this Circulation, Demands of Goods are 
made from us; by this our Manufaétures are 
Encreas’d, our Merchants build Ships, and em- 
ploy Seamen and Multitudes of Artizans, La- 


pourers, Tradefmen, ©c. in the Equipment. 


and Navigating thofe Ships, Thus the Mer- 
chant grows Rich, lays up vaft Sumsyand be- 
ing able to give great Portions, his Daughter 
Marries my Lord Duke’s Son, and. in time be- 
comes a Dutchefs ; and his Son Marries my 
Lord’s Eldeft Daughter; and thus the-Tradel- 
man’s Grandfon becomesa Duke, and my Lord’s 
Grandfort goes Prentice taa Merchant; their 
Coats of Artis are Quartér’d Parte per Pale, 
and Pofterity knows no Difference, 

Again, Trade thus Bacreafing, pays vaft 
Cuftems and Taxes; this Enables the Govern. 
ment toraife Armiesy fitqut great Navies, and 
become formidable to.the World; and- thus 
the Figure of this whole Nation. is deriv’d from 
Trade; and I think, I have made it out, that 
we are 4 Trading Nation. 

Whoever can read this, and notown with me, 
That to fee Trade Sinking, Declining, and in 
the way to Ruine, ought fentibly to affli& us, 
mult have lef Concern for his Native Country, 
than, I hope, all Mea have that think ic worth 
their while to read this Paper, 

To Examine alittle theretore, why, and for 
what Reafon I aflume the Argument, That 
Trade is Sinking and Declining, and what I 
mean by it ? “Tis neceflary toentera little into 
the Hiftory of Trade, and tell the World what 
X mean by it. 

1 altow, we drive as Great a Trade as ever 
this Nation did, J mean, as we did at the begin- 
ning of this laft War. 

The Englifo Trade confifts in. Three large 
Branches, in which are generally Included: all 
the reft ; and which, I fuppofe, to contain in 
general, our Whole Trade. 

1. Our Home-Trade from Town to Town, 
Circulating within cur felyes. 

IJ. Our Export. 

I. Our Import. 


1. Our Home-Trade confifts chiefly of the — 


ieveral Woollen Manufadiures made in England, 


and which being made in feyeral Counties, are 
(generaly fpeaking) fent to Londom, as the 
Center of Trade, and from thence retait’d back 
again to fuch refpective Counties where they 
are wanted, feveral Counties making fome par- 
ticular Manufaétures, but London only being ca- 
pable to furnifh all Parts. 

ThisI call the Circulation of our Trade, and 
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.. 


this makes it plain, thata certain Worthy Kt. 


who Publifhed a Dravght for an A& of-Parlia- 


ment to Settle and Employ. the Poor, under- . 


ftood very littleof Trade, when. he propos’d to 
fet up the Weollen Manufacture in every Parifh 
in England, which enabling the Inhabitants of 
every Parith, to. make within themfelves the 

anufa&tures they fhould want, would immedi- 
ately put an End to the Circulation of Trade, 
confound the Manufaétures, and caufe- our 
Home-Trade to ceafe of it felf. 

But as this is a Capital Grievance in Trade, 
I fhall endavour to Expofe it more plainly when 
I have firft gone thre” the Generals, 

2. Our Exports confift chiefly in our Manu-. 
falures, and the Growth of the Couptry.and. 
Colonies ; in which laft Article, 1 Include Pro- 
vifions, Metals, Sugars, Tobacco’s, Spices, Furs, 
Drugs, &e. 

3. Our Imports, confilt. chiefly of Linen, 
Silk, Wine, Brandy, Oy]. Eroit, Drugs, Dy- 
ers Stuffs, Eaft-Indiz Wares, Naval. Stores, 
Gold, Silver, Jewels, Siaves and: Souls of 
Men. 

I fhall go on to Examine thefe Articles, or 
General Héads of Tradé, in their preferic Po- 
fture and Misfortunes ;-and having fearch‘d tq 
the bottom the Grievances of Tfade, fhall hum- 
bly propofe, what, think, may remédy thof 
Evils ; and then 1 think I have done: For my: 
Bufinels is not to force People to accept of De<. 
liverance, but to fhew them which way they 
may fplit the Ship, or fave ft.
